Modern Germany , distorted In American vision by 
the persecution of Jews under the Nazi regime which 
Adolf Hitler finally established, is the result of a re­ 
vival of national hope and pride. 
It is not perfect, 
but it surely is not less perfect than the despairing, 
defeated nation which emerged from the World war. 
Now, a third stage has begun. 
Germany has regained Its spirit, or is doing so 
rapidly enough to Justify a belief It soon will be uni­ 
fied. It still has to regain its rights. In defiance of 
the Treaty of Versailles, a strong army has been train­ 
ed. Disregarding the same treaty , Germany has built 
a navy . 
It wants other things—taken all together, 
they mean equality . 
Reocupation of the Rhineland Is one of the other 
things. 
It is a ticklish risk; France's bluff Is being 
called and tension may ex plode in a war which al­ 
most certainly would result in another crushing de­ 
feat for Germany . 
But Germany , It seems probable, 
would rather fight than cringe. 
If It can't gain a 
status of equality peacably further ex istence as a de­ 
feated and humiliated power has nothing to offer 
which makes war too heavy a price to pay for a 
chance to gain that status. 
Too often in considering why Europe trembles on 
the brink of war it is forgotten that the material for 
another bloody conflict was stored away in the Treaty 
of Versailles by men who imagined they could avoid 
future trouble by humiliating the loser of the war. 
Whatever Germany has done. It has done nothing 
which France, Great Britain or Italy would not have 
tried to Justify its ex istence by developing a new 
and positive character. 
Adolf Hitler, Its leader, say s he is not Interested 
In fighting any other nation. 
He speaks of a better 
peace than that of Versailles or of l-ocamo, a peace 
which Oennans can accept without a sense of shame. 
If Germany 's neighbors aren't willing to see It that 
way . war will be the inevitable result, and Germany 
this time will not be ex pected to accept the guilt for 
starting It.

MOKE REFORM THAN REVENUE 
Strenuous objections to the proposal for a confis­ 
catory tax on undivided corporate profits make the 
measure's inferiority apparent,. 
It seems plain that 
here must be another hare-brained, vicious, unfair, 
.unproductive and fatal scheme for parting the tax ­ 
pay er from what rightfully belongs to him. 
It is true, nevertheless, that this latest proposal Is 
no more unpopular than any scheme for obtaining 
more money would be. It is easy to forget there’s no 
such thing as a popular tax . not even when it seems 
to make a goat of the other fellow. 
It's tin* idea of 
being squeezed which makes tax es unpopular. 
Details 
of the squeezing don’t matter much. 
There » re many good reasons why there should not 
be a confiscatory tax on undivided corporate profits 
Ih e principal one by all means is the palpable In­ 
sincerity of the proposal. It would not be a tax mea­ 
sure at all. if adopted, but a means of stimulating 
more liberal pay ment of dividends to stockholders. 
There would be scarcely tiny revenue produced di­ 
rectly , if the tax were imposed in such a way as to 
force corporations to choose between surrendering 
a 
share of their profit to the government and pay ing 
it to stockholders. 
The stockholders would be the 
beneficiaries, not the treasury of the United States 
The scheme is not, therefore, a tax measure at all. 
but another ty pical new deal stunt to make over the 
business structure of the nation to suit the whim of 
an evanescent bunch of reformers. Whatever the good 
points of the proposal as a tax measure might be, 
they don’t mean a thing because obviously its pur­ 
pose Isn't to produce revenue but to try to produce 
a 
spending boom. 
If It worked, the government still would have to 
tap the tax pay er somewhere else to get the sap it 
needs.

RECENTLY I have received 
a 
number 
ol 
letters 
from 
y oung 
mothers. They are asking the same 
question: Is it better to nurse the 
baby 
and is it safe to resort to ar­ 
tificial feeding? 
This is an important m atter both 
for mother and 
baby . The ques­ 
tion is often be­ 
wildering to the 
y o u n g 
mother. 
Yet the problem 
is not as difficult 
as it seemse. 
Let me assure 
y ou that breast­ 
fed 
babies 
are 
the best 
fed ba­ 
bies. 
This 
has 
long 
been 
the 
opinion of most 
pny sicians 
a n d 
the c on v i c t ion 
has recently been 
confirmed by an analy sis of twen­ 
ty thousand cases. 
Of course, thousands and thou­ 
sand^ 
of 
artificially -fed 
infants 
make normal progress in growth 
and development. But in the m a­ 
jority of cases where the babies 
are artificially fed 
or 
partially 
breast-fed, there Is a much great­ 
er tendency to infections 
of 
the 
nose, throat and 
lungs. This is 
most apparent 
during 
the 
first 
five months of life. 
The weak­ 
ness 
continue.^ 
through 
to 
the 
ninth month. 
There are many reasons for this. 
Undoubtedly the breast-fed infant 
obtains 
certain 
protective 
sub­ 
stances from the milk of the moth­ 
er. These aid in combating colds 
and 
infections. 
These 
“immune 
substances.’ as they 
are 
called 
cannot be added to the substitute 
milk Perhaps some day that may 
happen. 
Guards Baby 
Another fact that m ust not be 
overlooked Is the lack of intestinal 
disturbances among breast-fed in­ 
fants. This is in marked contrast 
to the occurrence of such disorders 
among the artificially fed. All the 
reasons for this may not be known, 
but it is clear 
that breast 
milk 
guards the baby against serious di­ 
gestive disturbances. 
No one will 
deny that babies 
seem to thrive 
best on 
mother's 
milk 
Statistics 
definitely 
show 
this to be a scientific truth. 
Un­ 
fortunately , 
In 
recent y ears the 
"modern” mother has been easily 
persuaded to evade breast feeding. 
Bear in mind that if the baby 
fails to gain weight and 
is 
not 
making the necessary progress, it 
may be due to 
lack of 
mother’s 
milk or the milk is not sufficiently 
nutritious. If this is the case it is 
necessary to wean the baby and 
substitute 
feedings 
with 
a 
milk 
formula. 
Breast feeding Is not advised if 
the mother Is suffering from some 
constitutional disease. For example, 
it is not safe to nurse a child if the 
mother Is a victim of tuberculosis. 
Under such circumstances it Is far 
safer to resort to artificial feeding. 
The y oung mother should be en­ 
couraged to nurse 
her 
baby . 
If 
properly supervised, nursing does 
not prove to be a tedious task. The 
mother can be 
assured 
that 
the 
child will benefit by her sacrifice.
